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Final Report on 2004 Adequate Yearly Progress in 
the Montgomery County Public Schools 



Executive Summary 



The vast majority of Montgomery County public schools made sufficient progress on state 
testing and accountability standards in 2004 to comply with the adequate yearly progress 
(AYP) requirements under the No Child Left Behind ( NCLB ) Act of 2001. Information released 
by the Maryland State Department of Education (MSDE) in October 2004 shows that 90% of 
the 190 schools in the Montgomery County Public Schools (MCPS) made AYP, up from 75% 
in 2003 when the NCLB testing and accountability system began. This includes 119 of 125 
elementary schools, 28 of 37 middle schools, 19 of 24 high schools, and 5 of 6 special schools. 
In 2003, the school system did not make AYP because it only met 36 of the 38 state targets. 
This year, MCPS met all 38 targets. 

Although 20 schools fell short of the established targets, the overall performance of MCPS is 
impressive, including the following accomplishments: 

• One hundred eighty-eight schools (99%) met the AYP requirements for each of the 
racial/ethnic groups, including African American and Hispanic students. 

• Three elementary schools — Broad Acres, Burnt Mills, and Summit Hall — exited the 
state list of schools needing improvement and subject to sanctions, because they met the 
state targets for the second year in a row. All three are Title I schools with diverse 
student populations, including substantial numbers of students impacted by poverty and 
English language limitations. 

• Six Title I elementary schools that were on the state’s watch list in 2003 achieved AYP 
in 2004 for the first year. The schools are Gaithersburg, Harmony Hills, Kemp Mill, 
Rosemont, Weller Road, and Wheaton Woods. Although these schools will remain on 
the state list in Year 2 of school improvement, they could earn their way off the list if 
they repeat their 2004 AYP performance in 2005. 

Twenty schools and the system’s Alternative Programs did not make AYP in 2004. They are 
on the state’s watch list under the following categories of school improvement action: 

• On Alert. Nine schools, including S. Christa McAuliffe, Stedwick, and Woodlin 
elementary schools; Roberto Clemente, Benjamin Banneker, Shady Grove, Newport 
Mill, and Col. E. Brooke Lee middle schools; and Sherwood high school are on alert 
after failing to make AYP for the first time in 2004. These schools could move into 
Year 1 of school improvement action if they do not make AYP in 2005. 

• Year 1 of School Improvement. Ten schools and Alternative Programs did not make 
AYP for a second straight year and moved their status from On Alert to Year 1 of 
school improvement action. The schools are Clopper Mill and Piney Branch 
elementary schools; Eastern, Parkland, Silver Spring International, and White Oak 
middle schools; Montgomery Blair, John F. Kennedy, and Gaithersburg high schools; 
and Mark Twain School. They could move into Year 2 if they do not make AYP again 
next year. 



Corrective Action. Highland Elementary School moved into corrective action after not 
making AYP for three consecutive years (1 year On Alert and 2 years in school

improvement). It should be noted that Highland achieved AYP in 2004 for the three 
subgroups that caused the school to move into Year 2 of school improvement in 2003. It 
was a different subgroup that prevented the school from making AYP this year. 



While MCPS demonstrated significant academic achievement in this second year of federal 
accountability under NCLB, many challenges lie ahead for the county and the state that have the 
potential to affect their ability to make AYP. First, disabled students are having difficulty 
meeting state standards. Fifteen of the 20 schools that fell short of an AYP designation in 2004 
did so because of low scores among special education students. Statewide, special education 
students ranked the lowest overall, with only about a third achieving proficient on both tests. 
Likewise, of the nine Maryland school systems that did not make AYP in 2004, five failed on 
special education alone. Second, although only three MCPS schools failed to meet state targets 
for limited English proficiency (LEP) students this year, the perfonnance of students in this 
subgroup still requires attention. Changes to the federal law in 2004 allowing the exemption of 
qualified LEP students from testing and including fonner LEP students who have exited the 
English language program within two years played a part in the improvements. But the lack of 
an appropriate, valid, reliable, and instructionally meaningful assessment for LEP students 
remains an issue. 

Three additional challenges merit attention. 

• In 2004, Maryland made AYP determinations based on Maryland School Assessment 
performance in Grades 3, 5, 8, 10, and geometry. In 2005, Maryland will include 
performance for Grades 4, 6, and 7. These calculations will, again, include a confidence 
interval that moves the state target to ensure fair and valid AYP decisions for groups with 
different numbers of students. However, because the confidence interval shrinks as the 
size of a student group increases, the addition of these grade levels will tend to diminish 
the usefulness of the confidence interval as a statistical cushion for schools to meet AYP. 
At the elementary school level, for example, the use of the confidence interval allowed 
about 55 schools to make 2004 AYP for proficiency in reading and mathematics for their 
special education subgroup. 

• Another challenge is that state standards will get tougher in 2005, particularly for reading 
and mathematics. For example, the percentage of students that middle schools will need 
to make AYP in mathematics will increase from 22.7% in 2004 to 35.8% in 2005. 

• Finally, the inclusion of students in multiple subgroups in the complex formula that 
Maryland uses to determine if schools are improving represents the third challenge. An 
LEP student who receives special education and Free and Reduced-price Meals System 
(FARMS) services is counted in the calculations of AYP for the LEP, special education, 
and FARMS subgroups. 

Without appropriate adjustments, the combined effects of these challenges are likely to cause an 
increasing number of schools to be deemed failing, possibly as early as 2005. Similarly, 
although the federal government has modified some of the NCLB provisions, the way NCLB 
measures school success still needs to be adjusted. A school that meets 36 of the 37 targets is 
deemed as much a failure as one that gets none of the 37 targets. These issues need to be 
scrutinized for lessons that can refine and improve the assessment and accountability process and 
alternatives that can accurately inform schools, the state, and the federal government on the 
academic progress of students.

The vast majority of Montgomery County public schools made sufficient progress on state 
testing and accountability standards in 2004 to comply with the adequate yearly progress 
(AYP) requirements under the No Child Left Behind ( NCLB ) Act of 2001. Information released 
by the Maryland State Department of Education (MSDE) in October 2004 shows that 90% of 
the 190 schools in the Montgomery County Public Schools (MCPS) made AYP, up from 75% 
in 2003, when the NCLB testing and accountability system began. This includes 119 of 125 
elementary schools, 28 of 37 middle schools, 19 of 24 high schools, and 5 of 6 special schools. 
The MCPS system also made AYP in 2004, reversing its perfonnance in 2003. Although 20 
schools fell short of their goals, the overall performance of MCPS schools relative to 2003 is 
impressive. This report summarizes this perfonnance. 



Background 



The goal of

The goal of NCLB is to have all students fully proficient in reading and 
mathematics by 2014. In pursuit of this goal, schools and school systems 
must make yearly gains, or AYP, on state-defined proficiency levels that 
are to rise gradually until 2014. Students in eight subgroups — African 
American, American Indian, Asian, Hispanic, White, limited English 
proficiency (LEP), Free and Reduced-price Meals System (FARMS) services, and special 
education — must meet the yearly standards. In making AYP determinations, NCLB further 
requires schools and school systems to test at least 95% of each group of students and include 
one more academic indicator for all students. Schools that do not make AYP for the first time 
enter the state’s list of schools that are on alert. Schools on this list that do not make AYP the 
following year are moved into the list of schools that are subject to school improvement. 
Schools in school improvement that receive federal aid under Title I must allow student 
transfers to better schools and use public money to provide tutors for students. Non-Title I 
schools must implement school improvement plans. Schools that do not make AYP after being 
in school improvement for 2 years are moved into corrective action, which may lead ultimately 
to restructuring of the school if it does not show progress. To get off the state’s list, schools 
need to make AYP for 2 consecutive years. 



Maryland uses the Maryland School Assessment (MSA), attendance, and 
graduation rate to update its list of school systems and schools that are on 
track or in need of improvement under NCLB. The MSA provides 
evidence for proficiency in reading and mathematics for students in 
Grades 3 through 8. High school students take the MSA in reading in 
Grade 10 and the end-of-course MSA in geometry. Students with severe 
cognitive disabilities participate in the Alternate MSA (Alt-MSA). Students scoring at or above 
state standards on these tests are deemed proficient. Scores from both the MSA and the Alt- 
MSA are aggregated to determine AYP for student proficiency and participation in testing. 
Attendance is the other academic indicator for elementary and middle schools, and graduation 
rate serves the same purpose for high schools.

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Showing In 2004, as in 2003, Maryland used only the MSA scores in Grades 3, 5, and 

Progress in 8; reading scores in Grade 10; and MSA in geometry scores to make AYP 

Maryland in determinations. Because this is the first year that students in Grades 4, 6, and 

2004 7 have taken the MSA, their results will not count until 2005. State-defined 

AYP targets, or Annual Measurable Objectives (AMOs), for proficiency, 
attendance, and graduation rate, along with the 95% federal AYP target for participation in 
testing, served as benchmarks to show progress toward reaching the 2014 federal mandate of 
100% of students achieving proficiency. 

The AMOs vary for elementary, middle, and high schools, depending on the number of tested 
grades in each school. AMOs for school districts are different from those for schools. This year, 
45.9% and 34.6% of all students and students in each subgroup in every school district had to 
pass the reading and mathematics tests, respectively. The equivalent targets for elementary 
schools that tested two grades were 46.3% for reading and 44.1% for mathematics. Regardless 
of the number of grades tested, the total number of AMOs for an individual school is 37: nine 
for proficiency in reading, nine for proficiency in mathematics, nine for participation in the 
reading assessment, nine for participation in the mathematics assessment, and one for attendance 
(elementary and middle schools) or graduation rate (high schools). The total number of AMOs 
for a school system is 38 (see Table 1).

Making Adequate To make AYP, a school or school district must meet all its AMOs. If 

Yearly Progress in one subgroup does not hit just one target, the entire school or school 

Maryland district is deemed failing. In Maryland, a subgroup can have as few as 

5 students held accountable for proficiency, and 30 to 60 students, 
depending on whether one or two grades were tested, held accountable 
for participation in testing. 

Because the accuracy of what percentage of scores meets standard fluctuates depending on the 
number of students in each group, Maryland uses a statistical formula to calculate a confidence 
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internal featuring a lower band and an upper band around the AMOs. The smaller the group, the 
wider the distance between the lower and upper bands. Because performances that reach the 
lower bound of the confidence interval meet the target, the confidence interval effectively moves 
the target to ensure fair and valid AYP decisions for groups with different numbers of students. 
For example, Table 2 shows that a group of 44 elementary school students would need 21 
students scoring at proficient in order to meet the 46.3 percent AMO in reading for elementary 
schools, while a group of 29 elementary school students would need 14 students to do the same. 
The calculated confidence intervals for these two groups move the 46.3 percent target to about 
26 percent for the larger group and to about 21 percent for the smaller group, which require a 
lower number of students at proficient to meet the target.

In 2003, a student subgroup, school, or district could meet the AMOs for proficiency either by 
reaching them outright or by falling within the confidence interval. In 2004, it could also meet 
them through safe harbor (as a result of the availability of data for 2 years). This provision in 
the NCLB legislation is designed to take into account substantial growth in the performance of 
subgroups that do not meet the AMO. If a subgroup in a school or school system does not meet 
an AMO for proficiency, the subgroup could still attain AYP if — 

• the school or school system met 2004 AYP for all students and subgroups; 

• the subgroup in question reduced the number of students performing below proficiency 
by 10%, relative to 2003; and 

• the subgroup met the AMO for the additional academic indicator and student 
participation. 

Several changes relative to the calculation of AYP occurred during 2004. At the federal level, to 
give schools credit for helping students to become proficient in English, the federal government 
now allows states to count LEP students as part of the LEP subgroup for 2 years after exiting the 
English language program. Additionally, to counter criticism about testing LEP students with 
little or no knowledge of English, the federal government now allows states to exempt LEP 
students who have been enrolled in a U.S. school for less than one academic year. In MCPS, 755 
out of about 5,000 LEP students in Grades 3, 5, 8, and 10 were exempt from the reading or 
mathematics tests, or both. Another change was the decision by MSDE to eliminate the 
automatic assignment of students who receive a verbatim accommodation for the MSA in 
reading in Grades 3 and 4 to a basic score on the MSA. In 2003, some elementary schools, such 
as Wheaton Woods, Viers Mill, and Meadow Hall, fell short of meeting AYP because of the 
number of Grade 3 ESOL and/or special education students who received a basic score on the 
reading MSA as a result of this accommodation.

Systemwide In 2003, MCPS (as a system) did not make AYP because students in the 

Performance special education and LEP subgroups did not meet the reading AMO. This 

year, MCPS saw every one of its subgroups meet all the AMOs. Special 
education and LEP students met the reading AMO through the provisions of safe harbor. Table 
3 shows the 2004 performance of MCPS relative to those benchmarks.

Individual The vast majority of Montgomery County public schools met Maryland 
School criteria for AYP in 2004, with three schools exiting the state’s improvement 

Performance list. Of the 190 schools, 170 (90%) met the 2004 AMOs in every category, 

including five of six special education centers. One hundred eighty-eight 
schools (99%) met the AYP requirements for each of the racial and ethnic 
groups, including African American and Hispanic students. Table 4 
summarizes the AYP performance of MCPS schools in 2003 and 2004.

Three elementary schools — Broad Acres, Burnt Mills, and Summit Hall — exited the state list of 
schools needing improvement and subject to sanctions because they met the state targets for the 
second year in a row. All three are Title I schools with diverse student populations, including 
substantial numbers of students impacted by poverty and English limitations. 
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Six Title I elementary schools that were on the state’s watch list in 2003 achieved AYP in 2004 
for the first year — Gaithersburg, Harmony Hills, Kemp Mill, Rosemont, Weller Road, and 
Wheaton Woods. Although these schools will remain on the state list in Year 2 of school 
improvement, they could earn their way off the list if they repeat their 2004 AYP perfonnance 
in 2005. 

Fourteen schools and the Regional Institute for Children and Adolescents (RICA) special 
school had one to two subgroups, largely special education and/or LEP, making AYP in 
reading and mathematics proficiency through the provisions of safe harbor. Use of safe harbor 
allowed nine of these schools and RICA to make overall AYP (see Table 5).

Twenty schools and the system’s Alternative Programs did not make AYP in 2004. In nearly 
every case, the schools that missed the mark did so by only one category — special education 
students. Only two schools and Alternative Programs did not meet standards in more than one 
category. All 20 schools and Alternative Programs are on the state’s watch list under the 
following categories of school improvement action: 
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• On Alert. Nine schools, including S. Christa McAuliffe, Stedwick, and Woodlin 
elementary schools; Roberto Clemente, Benjamin Banneker, Shady Grove, Newport 
Mill, and Col. E. Brooke Lee middle schools; and Sherwood High School are on alert 
after failing to make AYP for the first time in 2004. These schools could be moved into 
Year 1 of school improvement action if they do not make AYP again next year. 

• Year 1 of School Improvement. Ten schools and Alternative Programs did not make 
AYP for a second straight year and moved from the on alert status into Year 1 of school 
improvement action. They could move into Year 2 if they do not make AYP in 2005. 
The schools are Clopper Mill and Piney Branch elementary schools; Eastern, Parkland, 
Silver Spring International, and White Oak middle schools; Montgomery Blair, John F. 
Kennedy, and Gaithersburg high schools; and Mark Twain School (special education). 

• Corrective Action. Highland Elementary School moved into corrective action after not 
making AYP for three consecutive years (1 year on alert and 2 years in school 
improvement). It should be noted that Highland achieved AYP in 2004 for the three 
subgroups (Hispanic, FARMS, and LEP) where they failed to make AYP in 2003. The 
school did not meet the standard in the special education category this year (see Table 
6). 



Appendix A presents individual school AYP infonnation for 2004. 



In spring 2005, Maryland will implement a new English 10 assessment 
that combines the current Maryland High School Assessment (HSA) in 
English administered by the state in Grade 9 with the Grade 10 MSA in 
reading that the state uses to meet NCLB requirements. The merger of 
the two tests will involve revisions in content and the addition of some new items so that the 
resulting English 10 assessment can meet the requirements of both NCLB and the HSA program. 



Adequate Yearly 
Progress in 
2005 



Maryland will release results for reading and mathematics proficiency and participation in testing 
for Grades 3 through 8 in June 2005. Release of final AYP results for these grade levels will 
occur in summer 2005, after the state has added attendance to calculations of AYP. Results for 
high schools will be available in fall 2005, after the state sets standards for the new English 10 
assessment, the scoring of the MSA in geometry, and the addition of graduation rate data. 



Science Testing

Students in Grades 3, 5, and 8 will have science added to their tested 
subjects in 2007-2008. The MSDE anticipates using the Maryland High 
School Assessment in biology to fulfill high school science test 
requirements under NCLB. Results from this test will not be included in 
calculations of AYP.

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Discussion of Results 



Schools in MCPS performed exceptionally well in the second year of AYP federal mandates. 
The success of Title I schools in particular, all with the highest levels of poverty among the 
district’s elementary schools, further validates the intensive school improvement efforts in the 
primary grades implemented by MCPS over the past several years, including curriculum 
enhancements, expansion of full-day kindergarten, smaller class sizes, and improved teacher 
training. However, difficult challenges to demonstrate progress lie ahead. For example, special 
education students are having difficulty meeting the standards. Fifteen of the 20 schools that fell 
short of AYP designation in 2004 did so primarily because of low scores among special 
education students. It should be noted, that this challenge is by no means particular to MCPS. 
Statewide, special education students ranked the lowest overall, with only about a third achieving 
proficiency on both tests. Likewise, of the nine Maryland school systems that did not make 
AYP, five failed on special education alone. 

In tenns of the LEP subgroup, only Eastern Middle School and Sherwood and Gaithersburg high 
schools failed to meet state targets for this subgroup this year. Changes to the federal law during 
2004 allowing qualified LEP students to be exempt from testing and including fonner LEP 
students who have exited the English language program within 2 years played a part in the 
improvements. But, for many LEP students, including those who may have been certified as 
proficient in English, appropriate, valid, reliable, and instructionally meaningful assessment 
remains a challenge. The current assessments do not take into consideration language 
development or the differentiation between academic and social language skills and, 
consequently, have serious limitations as sources of information for identifying and addressing 
the instructional needs of students who are in the process of learning English as a new language. 

Beyond the performance of the special education and LEP subgroups, there are other factors that 
have the potential to affect the ability of schools and schools systems to make AYP in 2005 and 
later. In 2004, Maryland made AYP determinations based on MSA performance in Grades 3,5, 
8, 10, and geometry. In 2005, AYP calculations will include performance for Grades 4, 6, and 7. 
Because the confidence interval shrinks as the size of a student group expands, the addition of 
these grade levels will tend to diminish the usefulness of the confidence interval as a statistical 
cushion for schools to help them meet AMOs. Table 7 shows that the use of a confidence 
interval allowed several subgroups (especially the FARMS, special education, and LEP 
subgroups) to make 2004 AYP in proficient across all three school levels. At the elementary 
school level, for example, the confidence interval made it possible for the special education 
subgroup to make 2004 AYP in mathematics and reading in 54 and 57 schools, respectively.

Another factor that is likely to impact a school’s attainment of AYP is that standards will get 
tougher in 2005, particularly those for reading and mathematics. Table 8 shows the rising trend 
for the proficiency targets and the additional academic indicators.

Finally, the inclusion of students in multiple subgroups in the complex fonnula that the state of 
Maryland uses to detennine if schools are improving represents another challenge. An LEP 
student who receives special education and FARMS services counts in calculations of AYP for 
the LEP, special education, and FARMS subgroups. In 2004, MSDE presented to the federal 
government a revised plan to change this formula so that such a student would count in one 
category only. The federal government did not approve the plan. 
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Conclusion 



MCPS demonstrated significant academic achievement in the second year of AYP 
determinations. Ninety percent of the 190 schools met all of the state standards for students in 
the aggregate and in identified subgroups. Three elementary schools — Broad Acres, Burnt Mills, 
and Summit Hall — earned their way off the state’s list of schools in need of improvement and 
subject to sanctions by improving their perfonnance for 2 consecutive years. 

While only 20 schools and the system’s Alternative Programs are on the state’s improvement 
list, with an additional 6 having the possibility of being taken off if they continue to meet the 
standards next year, various challenges remain ahead for the county and the state that have the 
potential to affect the ability of MCPS to continue to make AYP. In the absence of adjustments 
to the current state formula to calculate AYP, combined with shrinking confidence intervals due 
to the addition of Grades 4, 6, and 7 into the fonnula and rising state standards, the expectation is 
that an increasing number of schools will be deemed as failing, possibly as early as 2005. 
Similarly, although the federal government has modified some of the NCLB provisions, the way 
the NCLB measures school success also needs to be adjusted. A school that meets 36 of the 37 
targets is deemed as much a failure as the school that gets none of the 37 targets. These issues 
need to be scrutinized for lessons that can refine and improve the assessment and accountability 
process, and for alternatives that can validly inform schools, the state, and the federal 
government on the academic progress of students.
